COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately in 
the County of Franklin: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants

1976 


The long awaited completion of the Whately Youth and 
Community Center was finally realized, as Selectmen accepted 
the building for the Town at dedication ceremonies on June 19, 
1976. 


The Board appointed the following to serve on the newly 
created Recreation Commission; Robert Wyngowski for 5 
years, Barbara Lassek for 4 years, Ralph Farrick for 3 years, 
James LaSalle for 2 years and Linda Puchalski for 1 year. 


Charles Baldwin was apponted to assist the Board of 
Health in witnessing percolation tests and inspecting septic 
systems. 


We were very fortunate this year to get two workers for 
the Highway Department under the C.E.T.A. program. Their 
salaries cost the Town nothing since this program is entirely 
Federally funded. 


The Highway Department completed work on the east 
end of Grass Hill Road, bulldozing stumps, slopes and 
graveling to make year round travel & maintenance less costly. 
On Chestnut Plain Road, a 54” culvert was installed plus 
several hundred feet of sub drain carrier. The fill on Claverick 
Road intersection was completed with gravel to finish grade. 
Greater progress will be made in 1977 since the major work has 
already been done. 


Fiscal 78 Funds for construction projects such as this, 
will remain uncertain until late June or early July when the 
actual funds are received. 


Unfortunately, the third bridge on Williamsburg Road is 
no longer safe and must be completely replaced in Fiscal 1978. 
Steel stringers, abutments and a metal deck will be used. 


The equipment in the Highway Department is in 
excellent condition, at present. The 1967 Ford cab and chassis 
have been restored with a sandbox installed by the Highway 
Department and is now used for plowing and sanding. This 
makes the winter maintenance program more efficient. 
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If you have noticed more snow and ice on the Whately 
Roads this year, it is because the amount of salt used has been 
drastically reduced. It has been determined that excessive 
amounts of salt on our highways contaminate water supplies 
as well as raising the cost of maintenance. 


The Selectmen are still deeply concerned about our land 
fill dump. The present site is nearly filled up and we need to 
establish a new sanitary landfill or some other alternative. 
Since the owners of the land are requesting more rent for next 
year, it would benefit the town to purchase the property in the 
very near future. 


The Hud Block Grant we applied for in January to set up 
a transfer station was denied as was the request for funds for a 
new ambulance. 


The Finance Board, Firechief and Selectmen met with 
E.M.S. Coordinator Norman Clarke to discuss the needs and 
cost of anew ambulance. Our present vehicle will be obsolete by 
the end of Fiscal 1977. 


Wilfred Samson was appointed Officer in Charge to 
assist the Chief of Police. Gun and pistol permits may be 
obtained by calling Mr. Samson. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all the elected and 
appointed officers for their excellent cooperationduring the 
year.

The options now are decertification or a merger with the 
Greenfield group, when and if they do form a merger agency, 
consisting of V.N.A. and County Health. 


Certification allows the agency to billinsurers, Medicare 
and Medicaid. Monies collected are returned to respective town 
treasuries. 


Committees have been formed to try to set up a merger. 
At this time, we do not know how the agency will continue after 
its recertification is reviewed again in May, 1977, or if an 
extension will be granted. The smaller agencies are finding it 
more and more difficult to meet the standards of participation. 


Mrs. Strippe was given a salary increase. Eleanor 
Hubbard from Sunderland and Betty Orloski from Whately 
have retired. We thank them for their past interest and service. 
New members are Joanne O’Shea’ from Whately and Carol 
Riley from Sunderland.

Your Finance Committee has spent many hours atten- 
ding school budget hearings and discussing with the various 
town departments their needs for the ensuing Fiscal Year. 


This proposed budget confronts us with the largest 


increase in expenditures we have ever had to cope with. As in 
previous years, the schools account for the major portion of the 
increase. Due to large classes-entering Frontier from Whately, 
we are Number two in sharing that budget. 


This is our first participation in a proposed budget for the 
Franklin County Technical School, and with our own elemen- 
tary school, the three account for nearly one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.)in increased appropriations for our schools. 
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We are faced with another State mandate that all 
ambulances operated in the State must meet rigid 
specifications by July 1, 1977 or cease to operate. Whately’s 
emergency vehicle cannot comply with these regulations. We 
recommend that this vital service be continued by the purchase 
of a new ambulance through the State Collective Ambulance 
Purchase program at a saving of about $3,000.00 and paid for 
from Federal Revenue Sharing Grants thus not reflecting in the 
tax rate. 


The Youth and Community Building was completed and 
accepted and placed under the care of a new Recreation 
Commission, and this adds another item to the budget. 


It is not known at this time what funding we will receive 
from the State for highway costs, if any. We do havea 
substantial sum remaining for construction of Chestnut Plain 
Road from 1976-1977 Grants, which will complete that road to 
the top of Baker’s Hill. State maintenance money, beyond the 
gas tax funds is very uncertain. 


Two bridges in town, one on Williamburg Road and one 
on North Hatfield Road are impassable, and these roads are 
now closed to traffic. We have to provide funds for re- 
constructing these bridges in our budget. 


It is hoped that the reimbursements on the Cherry Sheet 
will remain about the same as last year, and by using as much 
Free Cash as advisable, we hope to hold the tax rate increase to 
$25.00 per $1,000. of valuation 


Your committee recommends no changes in town officers 
salaries, although some are certainly earned, with all the new 
programs and meetings that are required. The following 
salaries for elected officers are the same as last year:

The annual inspection of.barns for the year of 1976 has 
been completed. 


I hereby submit the following report: 
Twenty (20) barns housed the following: 


218 head of cattle 
26 horses 
4 ponies 
36 swine 
2 sheep 
3 goats 


All of the dairy herds have been tested as specified by state 
ruling and under state supervision. 


All but four horses have been tested for infectious anemia 
(Equines Coggins Test) and vaccinated against Encephelitis 
(EEE WEE) under a new state ruling. 


The barns were in satisfactory condition and all of the 
animals appeared in good health and free of disease. 


Six (6) cases of dog bite were reported to me during the year. 
The dogs were guarantined according to the state law for a 
period of fourteen (14) days on the premises of the owner. 
During the period of quarantine none of the dogs showed signs 
of rabies so were released.

{I hereby sumbit my 1976 report as Fire Chief for the 
Town of Whately. In 1976 we had a total of ninety four calls, 
seven more than in 1975. We responded to fifty-one emergency 
vehicle calls and forty-three fire calls.

Of the five reported house fires, three were caused by 
faulty chimneys or poorly installed smoke pipes. I would like to 
take this opportunity to impress upon the citizens of Whately 
the importance of checking their chimneys at least once a year 
for cracks or broken tiles because fire, escaping into blind 
partitions or attics, can gain devastating headway before being 
detected. 


The Town’s two pumper-tanker trucks are in top 
condition. The department needs to replace the cab and chassis 
under our thousand gallon tanker. The truck was well used 
when we acquired it years ago, and is in need of major repair or 
replacement. We are trying to resolve this problem as 
financially reasonable as possible.

Aid called South Deerfield for 
assistance three times because of lack of working space in our 
emergency vehicle. 


On July 1, 1977 the Town of Whately is faced with either 
replacing our present emergency vehicle with an ambulance in 
order to conform to the regulations mandated by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, Chapter 948 of 
the Acts of 1973 in the Massachusetts General Laws - Chapter 
IIIC, or suspending the ambulance service to the citizens of 
Whately. 


The vehicle which we are using at present is a 1967 Ford 
Country Sedan station wagon. It will not meet the required 
construction of measurements when the new law goes into 
effect. The members of the Fire Department have held off 
requesting a more suitable vehicle for our service until we were 
certain what requirements would be stipulated. I did, however, 
as early as 1974 in my report advise that a new vehicle would be 
required and in my 1975 report again stated that by July 1, 
1977, we would have to provide a new vehicle or give up the 
service. 


This year, with the cooperation of the Selectmen, an 
article will be on the Town Warrant for a sum of money to 
purchase a new vehicle. By purchasing this vehicle through the 
State Purchasing Agency, we can obtain one at bid prices, 
which are considerably lower than the open market. Members 
of the Fire Department hope that, in light of our service record 
as a volunteer department , the citizens of Whately will vote to 
purchase a new vehicle so that we may be able to continue our 
efforts to offer life-saving services for our people and transpor- 
tation to medical facilities nearby in the event of accident or 
emergency. 


The Whately Fire Department, a ‘“‘volunteer” depart- 
ment, is ready to assist Townspeople twenty-four hours a day in 
any emergency. To summon aid in an emergency-Dial 665- 
2167. Be sure to give your name and the exact location of the 
emergency. 


I wish to thank my Officers, men of the Fire Department, 
LaSalle Florists, wives of firemen who have given many hours 
of fire phone coverage, and the Board of Selectmen. I also wish 
to congratulate our fine Muster Teams-both men and women - 
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who won the New England Muster Association Championship 
this year. The teams are a credit to our small town, and we 


should all be proud of them.

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Report of the Tri-Town 
Beach District 


Visible activity was evident all through the 1976 summer 
season and continues as a year-round effort to establish the Tri- 
Town Beach District as an efficient, 12 month recreational 
facility for all age groups. 


Major projects completed: 


1. The incoming road was paved to provide a 
smoother, less dusty access to the swimming area. 
Our thanks to the Whately and Deerfield Highway 
Departments for their assistance. 


2. The John E. Cain Shelter was constructed 
under the donated supervision of Mr. Wilfred 
Nadeau of Athol and help from volunteer 
townspeople. It will provide shade in the summer 
and warmth in the winter when the sides are 
enclosed. The barbecue pit offers a heating/cook- 
ing facility for families and groups. 

Special thanks also to Misters John and Dan 
Harris for the wiring, to Mr. Harry Kuenzel for 
concrete work, and to Antes Construction Co. and 
the Massachusetts DPW for earth work. 


3. The swimming dock was built through the 
donation and construction supervision of Mr. 
Wilfred Nadeau. It not only provides enjoyment, 
but is a functional part of the swimming instruc- 
tion program. 


4. The slide, previously donated by the Deerfield 
Lions Club, was repaired by them and again 
placed into use. 


5. Approximately 250 yards of sand was added to 
the beach free of charge from Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Crafts. An additional 250 yards is stockpiled for 
future use because of the uncertainty that the pit 
will remain open. 
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A less visible but important continuing activity is the 
periodic tests of water quality at the Howard Laboratory in 
Amherst.

Our agency, known as the Ashfield, Conway, 
Sunderland, Whately Public Health Nursing Agency serves the 
four town district with home and school nursing services. 


Residents are urged to have regular physical ex- 
aminations and to take advantage of local screening and 
immunization clinics when offered. Well attended flu clinics 
were held this fall. 


Over-all, home nursing visits are increasing for our 
agency. We feel this is mainly due to earlier hospital discharges 
and the trend to keep family at home versus nursing home 
confinement. Home Health aides have been utilized a great 
deal, assisting with patient care and homemaking duties. 


During the past fiscal year, 621 home nursing visits were 
made, 134 of these to Whately residents. Receipts received by 
your town treasurer for visits during this period were $1,289.00. 


I am grateful to the Selectmen, Nursing Committee 
members and volunteers for their assistance and interest.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Behind the statistics 

As the worlds’ problems rose and hopes fell for easy 
solutions readers sought escape in fiction; Dorothy Eden, 
Victoria Holt and Mary Stewart maintained an easy lead in 
popularity. In adventure Alistair MacLean and Sidney 
Sheldon were tops. Large print books held a steady and 
increasing patronage. In non-fiction it was Watergate and 
handicrafts, decorating and cookery, which were in top 
demand. Children read less this year than in any previous one 
with the exception of pre-schoolers who adored Dr. Seuss and 
Sesame Street and Richard Scarry’s books. The few teen age 
readers preferred books that treated today’s problems frankly 
especially/ by authors, Paul Zindel and Judy Blume. 


Alice Grafflin’s help in cataloging enabled the library to 
have new books available every week despite U.P. strikes and 
the slowness of the mails. 


THE LIBRARY YEAR. 


1976 was the year of many new books, some new 
furnishings, whole new decor in the foyer, new exhibitions, and 
new borrowers; was in fact, a fine “new” year. 


Twelve exhibitions included rugs by Olive Damon and 
Fran Szymanski; hand weaving by Jean LaBonte; needlecraft 
and rug hooking by Carolyn Hay; counted thread needlework 
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by Terry Belanger; Bruce Walker's hand-forged iron copies of 
colonial locks and andirons; Whately’s own historical quilt 
made by the young wives of the town; copies of 19th century 
Chinese plates in needlepoint by Nancy and Herb Steeper; a 
needlecraft gala by Anne Campney; hand-tooled leather by 
Dana Huntley; photographs by Gordon Daniels; and woodcuts 
by Barbara Schneider. 


Gifts were numerous. Fine studies on archaeology, 
geophysics, natural history, and ecology from Paul Field 
enabled the Library to continue to have an outstanding 
collection in the field of earth sciences and natural history. 
Periodicals were contributed by the Elliott Barkers, Paul Field, 
Joan Goodridge, the Albert Graves, the Douglas MacDonalds, 
the Leon Mortons, and the Howard Waites, Valuable non- 
fiction resources in the fields of social studies and history were 
given by Anne Daniels, Ray Gridley, and Edna Williams. 
Noted author Jane Yolen doanted two of her latest books 
Moonribbon and Milkweed Days to Whately’s young set. 


Contributions to the RICHARD WARNER LA SALLE 
MEMORIAL FUND by Rosanne and Milton Soffer and an 
anonymous donor purchased a sports encyclopedia and 
automotive repair manuals ordinarily too costly for the 
Library’s budget. 


The Christmas Book Fair as it has in the past owed its 
success to the whole town who baked for it; to its NUT- 
CRACKER SUITE decorations wrought by Whately’s own six 
grades under the direction of Mary Ellen McCue, art super- 
visor; to Gertrude Bardwell who donated a Barbie doll bride 
and fabulous handmade wardrobe; to Kathryn Davidson who, 
once again, as she has for so many years bestowed one of her 
paintings on the Fair; to the Herbert Futters whose definitive 
array of brushes for every need have been an annual prize at 
the fair; to Muriel Barker whose continental Christmas tree 
decorations and bird feeders are like Christmas dreams; and to 
Douglas MacDonald who hand-carved walnut hearts and 
polished them to satin smoothness and hung them on leather 
thongs for a sports necklace. Special gratitude is due Virginia 
and Pamela Allis; Ellen Fleuriel; Ella Fritsch, Alice Grafflin; 
Karen Grybko; Cathy LeTourneau; Jean and Andrea Siano; 
the 4-H group; and the Girl Scouts under Paula Howes, for theor 
help. 
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Story Hours were held during the summer by Adelia 
Bardwell, Gail Bolte and Barbara Brockelmann who wrote and 
produced their own puppet show; Librarian Ena Cane; and 
Jean Siano. 


The Christmas Story Hour was indebted, as it is each 
year to Frank Farrick who busses the children to and fro, and to 
Sabin Filipkowski who provides ice-cream. Librarian Ena 
Cane told the story and showed the film. 


A grant from the Federal Government awarded the 
Library through the Massachusetts Bureau of Library Exten- 
sion provided desperately needed bookcases, a desk and 
posture chair, file cabinet, high wattage lamps for the stacks, a 
coat rack and wooden hangers. 


The Library foyer received fresh coats of paint 
upstairs and down, a new carpet downstairs and new curtains 
up. The changes have transformed it into a welcoming 
entrance to the Library. Through the good offices of Peter 
Orloski it continues to be the only library in the Pioneer Valley 
where a fire glows on the hearth every Saturday. It is loudly 
appreciated by visitors and townspeople. Marian Carter, 
assistant continues to help keep the Library running smooth- 
ly. We are happy to have another assistant, Karen Grybko, who 
is able to help out on Mondays and Thursday evenings, Alice 
Grafflin’s volunteer cataloging continues to get new books into 
the public’s hands almost as soon as they’re received. 


Librarian Ena Cane gave talks to the Franklin County 
Genealogical Society; to the Whately Lions Club; and to 
Western Massachusetts librarians and the Board of Library

SPECIAL NEEDS REPORT 


I hereby submit my annual report on Special Education 
for the town of Whately for the calendar year 1976. 


Special Education has been consistently delivered in 
Whately under Chapter 766, since its advent in 1974. A variety 
of programs have been developed for students and are carried 
out through special services and the regular classrooms. 


On a K-6 basis, there are a number of services available 
to students. Specifically, there is a resource room that serves a 
total of twenty-three (23) students. It provides a varied amount 
and types of services to students. It can range anywhere from 
remedial reading to assistance in handwriting and spelling. 
The programs are developed in conjunction with the input from 
classroom teachers. 


In order to provide more programs for special needs 
children, East Whately School has a part-time learning 
disabilities tutor. The tutor provides specialized programming 
for the remediation of learning problems. The current case load 
is four (4) students and the tutor isin the school each afternoon. 


Moreover, the Speech Therapist and Guidance Counselor 
are available to the students. The Speech Therapist currently 
sees nine (9) students and the Guidance Counselor sees eight (8) 
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students. The specialists serves as a core evaluation team 
member. 


A good spirit of cooperation exists between special 
education and teachers. It is through this cooperation that 
consistent and meaningful special services are provided to 
students.

FEDERAL GRANTS 

Title I 

Whately received $1,869 under a cooperative grant with 
the Towns of Deerfield, Sunderland, and Conway. A tutor, Mrs. 
Linda Baker, was hired to give extra help to students who are 
working below grade level in reading and mathematics. Mrs. 
Baker works Monday in Whately. Purchases were made for 
materials including teaching kits, calculators, cassettes, and 
tapes in all subject areas. 


Title IT 
Whately received $108.48 to purchase additional books 
and filmstrips for the school library. 


Introduction of Mathematics in Grades 1 and 2 has fully 
coordinated the mathematics in grades K-6. The series, 
Mathematics Around Us, is a traditional approach which 
concentrates on skill development. A 1976 set of World Book 
Encyclopedias was purchased for the Whately School. Cyclo 
teacher from World Book was purchased and is used for 
individual instruction in mathematics, language, social 
studies, science, and reading. Laboratory SRA kits were 
purchased for Grades 1 and 2 to supplement individualized 
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instruction. A programmed Language Cassette Program was 
purchased for East School to reinforce listening and com- 
prehension skills. 


REGIONALIZATION K-12 


Reimbursements under Chapter 492 (Regional School 
Aid) are still being received by the district. Notification in May 
indicated that Frontier would receive $95,095 and was directed 
to reduce assessments to member towns accordingly. The 
recommendation to apply 84.75% of the entitlement, due to the 
state budgetary limitation, was followed and reductions in 
assessments were as follows: 


Town Reduction in FY 77 Assessments 
Conway $11,548.98 
Deerfield $44,390.62 
Sunderland $12,886.82 
Whately . $11,766.58 
Total $80,593.00 


On November 29, Commissioner Anrig informed the 
Frontier School Committee that the scheduled regional school 
aid would not receive full funding. Again, this was the result of 
the legislature’s appropriation being less than the governors 
recommendation. This resulted in 79.56% of the original 
entitlement of $75,650.99, which leaves a potential deficit in FY 
77 Budget of $4,942.01. 


It should be noted that we are mandated by law to reduce 
assessments in anticipation of state reimbursement. When 
these reimbursements are not received, it places a financial 
burden on the district which eventually falls to each of the 
member towns. 


In the continuing saga of K-12 Regionalization the 
Frontier Regional School Committee working with the local 
school committees and Selectmen from each town appointed an 
Ad-Hoc Committee to study the impact of K-12 Regionalization.

The committee was charged with the responsibility to 
investigate K-12 Regionalization with specific emphasis to be 
placed on 
1( Local Antonomy 
2( Financial Advantage 
3( Education Value 


The committee will make its report and recommen- 
dations to the Frontier Regional School Committee upon 
completion of its investigation. 


The committee has met, organized, and talked to 
representatives of the state. Critical questions were raised and 
presented to state officials on October 20, 1976. Mr Thomas 
White, Mr. Albert Trocchi, and Mr. William Grass represented 
the State Department of Education. As a result of this meeting, 
state officials were asked to gather financial data regarding 
reimbursement comparisons. Particularly, toatl reim- 
bursements under Chapter 70 and Chapter 492 the towns and 
the district receive under the present system, versus, the total 
reimbursements to be received by the towns and the district 
under Chapter 70 and Chapter 492 in a K-12 Regional group. 


At this writing no information has been received from 
the Department of Education. As a result, the committee has 
been forced to wait for this documented information to arrive. 


In conclusion I would like to report that the Whately 
Public Schools enjoys a stable work force, financial stability 
and sound educational program. This soundness is only a 
direct result of your cooperation and support over the past 
years. I take pride in our system and hope to make continued 
progress.

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School Nurse Report 


Our goal in school health is to promote and improve the 
health of our young people. We intend to achieve this through 
instruction, conferences, observations, examinations, and 
screenings. 


Yearly, each student is given a vision and hearing 
screening. Failure referrals are sent to the parents and 
appropriate assistance and follow-up made by the school nurse. 


Physical examinations are done annually by the school 
physician, Dr. Boeh, for grades 1, 3, & 5. Diptheria-Tetenus 
booster immunizations are given at this time to the older 
students requiring them. 


Our incidence of communicable diseases has declined 
tremendously during the past few years, due to the preventative 
vaccines available and the immunization status of our children 
in this area. 


The throat culture program, for the detection of strep- 
throat, has been beneficial for many students again this year. 


Local dentists and hygienists assisted us with our dental 
teaching program this year. 

Our annual menstrual-ed program for the girls and the 
developmental program for the boys has been received well by 
the older students. 


Teachers have had necessary tuberculin tests and many 
took advantage of the local flu immunization clinics. 


Many conferences with teachers and parents were held 
and some involvement with Chap. 766 assessments. 


My thanks to all for their interest in our program and 
hopefully ’77 will be a rewarding and healthy year for all.
